ONE MORE DAY WILL BRING AN UNPROFIT- 
ABLE YEAR’S RACING TO A CLOSE. 



Sea Swell Defeats Older Horses in a High-Class 
Race — Mique O’Brien Wins at Last 
After Many Threats. 



Cincinnati. O., November 13. — The sticky, heavy 
track at La tool a today upset form calculations to a 
considerable extent, although the public was fairly 
successful, locating several of the winners and back 
ing them accordingly. Mique O’Brien. Buttons and 
Sea Swell were all strongly fancied. The other 
three purses went to outsiders and of these Snake 
Mary and E. Corrigan’s Apt bad the most summrt. 
while Claiborne, winner of the second half of the 
condition selling race for two-year-ohls. was only 
in moderate demand and was the longest priced win- 
ner of the afternoon. 

The victory of L. A. Celia’s Sea Swell in tin* eon 
ditiou purse for two-year-ohls and upward was not 
a profitable one for the stable. Mr. Celia arrived 
lroui New York this morning and was only deterred 
1'ioui sending a big commission into the ring by tin* 
fact that his trainer, Lon Johnson. could give him 
little encouragement to believe that Sea Swell was 
good enough lo ln*a t the older horses opposed to him. 
At that a moderate coin mission went on. It had 
been the intention to start All Bed also, named 
with Sea Swell as an entry, but the gelding got 
cost in his stall last night and had to In* withdrawn. 
Sea Swell’s very easy mastery over his opposition 
from start to finish imlieates that this good son of 
Cesarion is about up to his best form, and that he is 
a mud runner of superior merit. 

The victory of Burtons was also easily achieved, 
and he was one of tin* liest backed winners of the 
day. He ran as though a considerable distance of 
ground suited him. A disappointment of the racing 
was the defeat of Harriet Rowe, the favorite in 
t he fifth race. With weight off from her last race 
and in under very favorable conditions it seemed 
she ought to be returned an easy winner. But after 
displaying speed and gameness in the early running, 
she tired in the final struggle and the best she could 
do was to earn the small end of the purse. 

W. O. Parmer was a visitor at the track today, 
having run up from Nashville on private business. 

* \sked : s to the proposed El Paso meeting. Mr. Cal- 
mer said he had no connection with that enterprise 
and presumed that it was intended to give the meet- 
ing at the half-mile track on the Texas side of the 
river. Mr. Parmer stated that he had an option on 
a concession for a track at Juarez on the Mexican 
side a ml that he would go out there early in Janu- 
ary to look the ground over. If he thought the con- 
ditions favorable a modern mile plant would tie built 
and meetings of short duration given beginning next 
winter. Mr. Parmer stated that he was not in close 
touch with the New Orleans situation, but he 
doubted if any meeting would be given there on tin* 
big tracks. Quite a uumlier of owners, he says, will 
winter at Nashville, including T. 1*. Hayes and J. 

Eerriss. Jr., whose homes are there, and John 
Walters, W. It. l’izcr and Fred Luzader. Mr. Parmer 
has not lost all hope as to racing in Tennessee, but 
thinks It will be at least two years before favorable 
conditions can be expected in that state. He be 
lieves the chances are good for a meeting at Oak- 
lawn. 

Jockey Deverich. who has shown no little riding 
talent here, and bis contract employer. George Neal, 
will leave for Oakland tomorrow night. J. Butler, 
on whose services C. It. Ellison lias secured first 
call for the winter, will go with them. 

Secretary McAllister of the American Turf Asso 
elation, has served notice to the members of that 
body that the annual meeting will be held on Wed- 
nesday next in Chicago. An effort will lie made 
to change the meeting place trom Chicago to Louis- 
ville, ns most of the members are in this section 
and would be inconvenienced to go to Chicago. 
Important matters will lie discussed relating to the 
future of racing in the middle west and new officers 
elected. 

L. A. Celia stopped here en route from New York 
to his home in St. Louis, to which city he departed 
tonight. He came hero to acquaint himself with 
prevailing conditions and expressed himself as satis 
lied with the results of the present Latonia meeting. 
Discussing racing affairs generally, he left the in- 
ference that New York State was not entirely lost 
to the turf and that racing there would lie con- 
tinued on i modified scale. Of New Orleans, he held 
out faint hopes. As a matter of fact, he gave very 
little encouragement that a race meeting there 
would be possible this winter. As to Hot Springs he 
was hopeful and thought that the sentiment there 
favored a race meeting. 

J. H. McCormick sent word here today from New* 
York that he had decided to abandon racing nml had 
sold all his horses and appointments connected with 
his stable. Jockey J. Sumter’s contract. In* stated, 
lias been turned over to trainer John Hyland, win 
will take the rider to the California tracks. 

While pessimism is general concerning racing 
affairs, John W. Schorr, a one time well-known 
owner, is (hopeful for the future, and gave clear 
evidence of this, by purchasing the entire string of 
racers owned by Albert Simons, and also gave the 
latter an order to purchase for him other likelv 
racing material. The horses bought by Schorr will 
lie sent to Nashville to await the opening at Ilot 
Springs. They will be trained by Albert Simons. 

Dr. Mayer and Dr. Holzberg have been ordered 
shipped to California by Barney Schrellier to be raced 
at Oakland. Gresham and The Robin were pur 
< -based today by J. L. Brown of Milwaukee. Wis. 

Speaking of the improvements that have been un 
der way at Windsor. W. O. Farmer said everything 
liail been completed except the clubhouse, and the 
foundations for that have been laid. The track 
itself will be rebuilt and remodeled next vear. 

F. J. Miles will ship at the close of this meeting 
<to Little Roek. Ark., and winter at Clinton Fark 
until the opening at Hot Springs. 

Starter Jake Holtman. after brief visits In St. 
Ixmls. Mo., and Springfield, 111., will go on to Cali- 
fornia and wield the flag at the opening of the 
Santa Anita meeting, later changing places with 
Dick Dwyer at Oakland. 

I. H. Wheatcroft will ship Miss Sain to Lexing- 
ton. where she will join other horses, the property 
of the same owner, and be transferred to the rare of 
trainer Lew Marion, who will have charge of twenty 
racers at the Santa Anita course. 

r ASTRONOMER WINS IN HIS EARLY FORM. 






An Off-Day Program, but Good Racing, at Oakland 
— Spooner an Arrival of Note. 



San Francisco. Cal.. November 13. — A makeshift 
program of six selling races was decided at Oakland 
today This was due to the fact that three attract- 
ive and' valuable overnight races originally scheduled 
failed to fill and were declared off because owners of 
inferior horses were unwilling to enter their animals 
against those from the formidably equipped Hildreth 

e *\V*ith^ plenty of available material In the other 
three races it was decided to split them an run 
each half in place of those which fell through. By 
this arrangement of the card the greatest stable heie 
was dep Hived of the chance of running three or more 
horses ami was onlv represented during the afternoon 
l»?T?ill Box. which started favorite for the closing 
.lash and suffered defeat by Sempronium. 

The return to the races of Astronomer and Ins win- 
ning effort in the fifth race attracted more than 
passing interest. A majority of the horsemen doubted 
the young trainer’* ability to get the tive-year-old 



>ti of Dieudoune to the post without breaking him 
down in his work and. after the feat was success- 
fully accomplished, W. H. Spence was congratulated 
on all sides. In the local running he was backed 
almost to the exclusion of every other horse in the 
race. Astronomer originally belonged to David 
iiidt-on and was considered one of the best two-year- 
»!ds of his year. He was once valued at $30,000 by 
his owner, who had refused to entertain an offer of 
$25,000 for him. 

Edward Trotter won the introductory sprint with 
Hazlcl. Of the three starters sent to the post by 
this trainer since tin* beginning of the meeting two 
have won and one has finished second. 

Though only two favorites. Be Thankful and As- 
tronomer. were successful, the other four winners, 
particularly Hazlet and .Sempronium, were well fan- 
ied by the public and the result was auotber bad 
day for the layers. The exquisite weather was the 
*li Ie f contributing factor to the unusually ldg off-day 
nt tendance.

RACING FAVORED IN T^XAS. 

One more week at Houston and the racing on the 
Texas tracks will come to an end. unless William 
Murray’s (kroposed meeting at El Faso is realized. 
That this was the banner year of Texas racing is 
evident from the splendid meetings held at Dallas. 
Houston. Fort Worth and San Antonio. The success 
>f these meetings may in part he attributed to the 
unsettled condition of the turf in other states. Thar 
1 1 N* future of racing in Texas, has a bright outlook 
no oik* doubts, but that the undesirable element that 
lias caused so much trouble to the sport in other 
states must not U* tolerated by Texans is expedient 
and necessary for that future. The large attendance 
;it tin* different meetings throughout the state tes- 
tify to the popularity of racing with the Texas 
people. The large volume of business conducted in 
the 1 letting rings is conclusive evidence that the 
l**ople appreciate that their state does not deny 
them the right to speculate when so inclined, for 
the Lone Star State is one of the few which does not 

tempt to deny to its citizens the right to speculate 
upon a contest of speed under proper safeguards 
and precautions. The sentiment of the people could 
not have been better expressed than it was by Judge 
Har(M»r. the leading jurist of the southwest, in an 
anecdote related at a smoker tendered the visiting 
horsemen by the Chamber of Commerce at Ei Paso. 
After extolling the laws of the state which make 
betting legal, and thanking God that he was per- 
mitted to dwell In such a community, the judge 
said: 

“When the question of the right and wrong of 
speculation on speed contests arises. I am always re- 
minded of an incident which occurred iu the early 
days in Kentucky. A prominent and beloved citizen 
had died and it was impossible to secure the local 
lergyinan to officiate at the funeral services, as he 
was absent from bis parish at the time. In his ab- 
sence one of the leading men of the city acted. His 
remarks, brief and to the point, were us follows: 

‘* ‘Fellow citizens, I am not a public speaker and 
annot do justice to the duty assigned me. but 1 will 
say that Colonel Brown owned good cocks and In* 
fought them: he hud good whiskey and he drank it; 
:i lid, best of all, he had good horses and hi* ran 
them.’ ” 

That is the spirit that prevails through Texas to- 
day. Would that New York. Illinois and other states 
had more of the same sentiment.

TEXAS OWNERS GOING TO HAVANA. 

New Orleans, La.. November 13. — James Milton, 
who has been engaged to do the starting at the 
Almendares track by the Caban Jockey Clnb. nr 
rived this morning and will remain over for a few 
days before leaving for Havana. Milton is the young 
starter who did such good work at the meeting ot 
the Jamestown Jockey Club at Norfolk last summer 
and later on acted In a similar capacity at Wash- 
ington this fall, where he attracted the attention of 
some of the Jockey Club officials. Milton brings 
reports from Texas of many of the prominent owners 
racing there having decided to ship to Havana at 
the close of the meeting now lieing given at Houston. 
R. E. Watkins, owner of Lad of Langden. Flavigny 
and others, is among the niinilier. Watkins had in- 
tended resting his stable next winter and only re- 
cently decided oil racing in Cuba. Secretary Her- 
nandes before leaving here arranged for a complete 
new system of water works for the Almendares 
course. He also purchased two Studebaker watering 
wagons, which will be used upon tlie track. 

The Cuban Jockey Club lias also arranged for the 
operation of several nmtuel machines at its meeting. 
There are a number of people who figure this system 
as the fairest for the public, and it is with the 
idea of satisfying their wants that the club decided 
to install the pari-mutuels. Besides the machines 
there will be several bookmakers doing business. 

S. Abrams, the club’s New Orleans representative, 
lias succeeded iu having the Southern Steamship 
Company increase the space on the Excelsior so 
as to accommodate 100 horses. Heretofore the limit 
was eighty. Several stables will leave on the boat, 
which sails on November 17. The Latonia delegation 
will take up all the room on the ship which leaves 
New Orleans November 30, and horsemen at Latonia 
have been notified to delay their departure from the 
MilldalT* track so as to arrive here aliout November

MADRILEN0 A PROFITABLE INVESTMENT. 

The death of the fast two-year-old gelding. Mad 
rileno. which occurred at Oakland last Saturday, has 
removed from the extensive Chinn stable one of its 
most consistent and useful racers. Madrlleno suc- 
cumbed to an attack of pneumonia contracted while 
lieing shipped from Arcadia to Oakland. Madrileno 
was a two-year-old gelding by Ethelbert, out of 
Old Madrid, and was bred by Perry Belmont. At 
the auction sale of Perry Belmont’s yearlings at 
Sheepshead Bay on September 14. l'.H>7. Madrlleno 
was knocked down to P. T. Chinn for $50. The sale 
of Madrlleno for such a small sum shows what bar- 
gains and good investments are ofteu made at such 
sales. Madrileno’s first start was at Santa Anita 
Park, on January 15. running unplaced In his maiden 
effort. His first win was at Oakland, running three- 
eighths of a mile in 36*. cantering at the finish. 
He reeled off one-half mile in 4S flat at Santa Anita 
Park in February, winning from such good ones as 
Cull Holland ami Horace H. After the close of the 
California season Chinn shipped his stable east and 
Madrileno again displayed his good class by winning 
three straight races at Aqueduct. His last winning 
race was at Jamaica. May 8. and his last start was 
made at Hamilton. October 8. tinisliiug third. Dur- 
ing Madrlleno** brief career be started iu twenty- 
eight races, was first in eight, second in four, third 
in five and unplaced in eleven, earning the sum of 
$4,455. Thus an investment of $50 netted P. T. 
Chinn a profit of $4,405. The record of Madrileno 
is as follows:
